Nev/ York, Au/. 7. -New York and 
,fs environments sweltered all day and 
into the evening, 
for it was the 
hottest day here this year. 
Upwards 
of twenty *>*’ .•».ms in this city «fi u*e 
died from the heat and tho hospitals 
and police ambulances were kept more 
than busy, so numerous were the cases 
of prostration. These numbered scores. 
The government 
thermometer regis­ 
tered 93 degrees at its highest, which 
is a new record for tin* year. 
But it 
was much hotter in the streets, and 
some thermometers recorded as high 
as 102 degrees. 
The 
humidity was 
excessive. 
Thousands of tenement house dwell­ 
ers could not endure to stay in their 


c r o w d e d homes and deserted them for 
the time being for the city parks and 
the seashore, where they slept in the 
open. 
The curb 
brokers In Broad 
street 
were obligi d to suspend business be­ 
cause of 
the fierceness of the 
sun’s 
rays. 
All the trolley and steamboat 
lilies to the beaches and to the coun­ 
try were jammed, and especially late 
in the day by persons seeking allevia­ 
tion from the hot spell, while the pub­ 
lic swimming baths 
were swarmed. 
Special arrangements wore made by 
the immigration officials for the com­ 
fort of immigrants detained at Ellis 
Island.

men and part of the employes of Hie 
gas, waler and electric light plants 
nr.ii work, hut these are more than 
offset by the defections in St. Peters­ 
burg. 
An enthusiastic acceptance of 
tho order to strike is nowhere record 
od. 
Even In the 
Donetz mining dis­ 
trict, where practically all the miners 
already were out, 
the factory hands, 
according to a staff correspondent of 
the 
Associated 
Press, 
declined 
to 
strike. 
Tin* revolutionists may possibly yet 
he saved by the railroad men, hut the 
central 
committees of tho 
railroad 
mon have not yet reached a final de­ 
cision. and up to tim present time, In 
spite cf the frantic efforts of the agi­ 
tators, not a single important line of 
the empire is affected. 
The lin “ to 
Irinoff, upon 
which a train 
stoppi I 
Monday evening, is not important. 
Fifteen thousand employes of the 
government powder mills struck Mon­ 
day, but this was counterbalanc'd bv 
the return of the men of the W esting­ 
house and other factories, who have 
notified 
their 
superintendents 
Unit 
they would begin work at once. 
The printers of St. Petersburg, in­ 
stead et a ’ ambuling tin* -brike en1 il­ 
ly, have 
decided to 
print only 
one 
Liberal newspaper a day. 
Til is. how­ 
ever, really plays into the hands of 
the govt rnnmnt, as tin* No vee Vremya 
and 
tile Svet, the two 
conservative 
Journals, are wealthy enough to defy 
the union and resume publication in 
unabridged form. 
The compositors on 
the 
Official 
Messenger 
joined 
the 
strikers but were at once- replaced by 
m ilitary printers. 
The organizers of the strike ate in 
despair over the prospects of f a ilu r e . 
Some 
already 
counsel 
calling 
the 
strike off In an effort to save p r e s t ig e , 
hut tho m ajority is waiting in the last 
hope for some action 
on the part of 
the railroad men. 
Except for tho dispersal of several 
minor gatherings 
by Cossacks 
and 
mounted soldiers. St. Petersburg was 
almost quieter than in ordinary times.

Intention of 
Russian Government to 
Restore Order. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 7.— In view of 
the various stab moots which have ap­ 
peared in foreign newspapers concern­ 
ing tho 
refusal of several 
eminent 
persons to enter the Stolypin cabinet, 
the following semi-official communica­ 
tion has been made public: 
“ After the dissolution of tho lower 
house of parliament and tho issuance 
of imperial manifesto announcing the 
desire 
of Hie emperor 
to effect re­ 
forms, 
the government 
thought it. 
natural to offer the vacant m inisterial 
posts to politicians who had placed 
the accomplishment of legal reforms 
upon their progress, and the govern­ 
ment once more regarded an effective 
cabinet and the execution of tho po­ 
litical programme it had undertaken, 
as assured. 
“ Tills 
combination, however, 
en­ 
countered obstacles beyond tin* con­ 
trol of either the government or the 
politicians. 
The latter wished to form 
a group which would—Ire entitled—in 
enter the cabinet, but they wore not 
able 
to 
succeed. 
Prince 
Nicholas 
Lvoif and Alexander J. Gitochkoff had 
a long audience with the emperor, but 
it was announced that from the view­ 
point of the peaceful realization of the 
reforms they were of greater service 
in 
their 
usual 
sphere of 
activity, 
which required the m o b i l i z a t i o n of all 
sober social forces. 
“ Regarding 
the intentions 
of the 
government, these remain unchanged, 
and include the restoration of order 
with firmness and energy 
The gov­ 
ernment w ill immediately effect, with 
in the lim its of the law, those prudent 
reforms which must lead Russian life 
Into lawful paths.”
